'- At B meeting of the Nevada Press 
Association held at Carson City yes- 


• terday it was unanimously resolved to 
repeal the Parity of Elections law, 
80 called. It was urged in favor ot this 
action that the apt encouraged, if it did 
not necessitate, misBtatements on the 
part of candidates for public office, as 
in many counties the limits of expendi- 
tures allowed by the act did not enable 
candidates to pay their legitimate ex- 
penses in visiting .the various miuing 
campa and agricultural villages where 
they desired to discuss gener>»l or local 
issues with, the people. Besides this, 
the question which moat concerned the 
Press Association was that newspapers 
were not paid Tor legitimate and neces- 
sary advertising for their respective 
parties. Take, for instance, the cam- 
paign of 1N96, in which the papers advo- 
cating the election of the Silver-Demo- 
cratic.ticket received only eight dollars 
each for advertising for which the 
legitimate charge to State, county or 
individual would bo from one hundred 
to three hundred dollars. The Central 
Committee aucl the candidates, while 
admitting the justice of the newspaper 
bills were powerless to pay them, as 
the Committee received no money 
except from candidates and the candi- 
dates could not pay only a very limited 
sum without perjuring themselves. 


It is also argued in snpport of the 


action of the Press Association that 
the Australian or secret ballot and the 
acts prohibiting the corrupt use of 
money in elections are ample for the 
protection of the candidate and the 
voter, and that the Parity of Flections 
law,-which is open to various construc- 
tions and liable to get Central Com- 
mittees and 
candidates having no 


intention or disposition to-'expend a 
dollar in corrupting voters, into very 
serious trouble. 
Scarcely two lawyers 


in the State construed the provisions 
of the act alike. What effect the course 
of the Press Association will have on 
the 'legislature remains to be seen, 
. bat the members from White Pine and 
other eastern counties are pledged to 
advocate and vote for the repeal of ths 
law. 


THE SITUATION IN INDIA. 


Sir Lepel Griffin, an eminent author- 


ity on finance, has this to say regard- 
ing the situation in India: 


• ."White England has adhered persist- 
ently to tbe single gold standard and 
shows no signs of 
abandoning it. 


the fact that the extreme poverty of 
the natives of India has been increased 
and intensified by the depreciation of 
silver possesses momentous signifi- 
cance. Theoretically, England has its 
well-ordered system of finance, which, 
like the laws of the Medes and Persians 
can never be changed, but practically 
it has impoverished the Indian Empire. 
It has a larger commerce with silver 
countries than any other nation pos- 
sesses, and the question of the solvency 
and prosperity of the silver trading 
world is one of paramount importance." 


This is but one instance of the many 


where the money sharks of Europe 
have plundered and all but ruined a 
country. Nothing is sacred to these 
greedy, grasping burlesques on the 
human race excepting gold. Through 
tbe power it gives them peoples are 
degraded and enslaved to a degree that 
is appalling. , 


Common decency would suggest that 


it is the duty of ' the money lenders to 
help the people of India, during the 
present famine; bnt then "common de- 
cency" has no abiding place in the lex- 
icon from which tbe gold-grabber ab- 
sorbs his primary learning. The gold 
gamblers who have forced the people 
of India into their present distress are 
the very men who to-day are dictating 
.the financial policy of the United 
States. And yet tbe Republican pa- 
pers assert that this policy is the only 
thing that, will save the country. God 
save the mark.

Heavy Snows in the North aud Heavy 


Ruins in the South Daring March. 


(Copyright, 1596, by W. T. Foster.) 


ST. JOSEPH, Mb., Feb. 13.—My last 


bulletin gave forecasts of the storm 
wave to cross the continent from the 
February 17th to 21st. 


The next disturbance will reach the 


Pacific Coast about February 22d, cross 
the west of the Bockies by the close of 
the 23rd, the Great Central Valleys 
February 24th to 26th, and the Eastern 
States the 27th. 


The warm wave will cross the west of 


Rockies about the February 22d, great 
central valleys 24tb, Eastern States 
26th. The cool wave will cross the 
west of Kockies about February 25th, 
great, central valleys 27th, Eastern 
States March l&t. 


This disturbance will occur in the 


high temperature storm period, and j 
preceding tho storm wave the tempera- 
ture will average high. But a great fall 
in temperature is expected between the 
warm wave of this disturbance and 
March 9tb, and therefore the cool wave 
of this disturbance will probably be a 
cold wave. 


At this time I am not sure whether 


the cold wave will follow the above de- 
scribed disturbance or the one follow- 
ing, and it will be best to prepare for 
it on the earlier dates as given for the 
last cool wave in February. 


Heavy snows in the north and heavy 


rains in the south are expected to-ac- 
company this disturbance. The north- 
ern States should prepare for winter 
weather in March. 


The temperature of the week ending 


February 20th, will.average about nor- 
mal and rainfall below normal.
